Wasuinotow, D. C., Feb. 28.—Some time | 


was occupied in the House this afternoon 
by members who desired to make personal 
explanations and set theinselves right on the 
record in regard to their previous course 
respecting the Post-Office Appropriation bill 
and the star-route contracts. These explana- 
tions were considered tu necessary on ac- 
count of certain editorial publications in the 
New York Times of yesterday. The follow- 
ing extracts from the éditorials mentioned 
will show the spirit ing which they are 
written : 

The attorneys for the star-route thieves, 
among whom we must Always include Mesers. 
Atkins, Bland, Singieton, and Neal, insist that 
Vaiuabie and necessary routes have been cut 
eff or their service diminished in order that the 
bloated railway monopolists may be subsidized 
and the New York papess pampered. . 
Although defeated in ethemuncs to restore 

star-route abuses, the friends of the thieves 
have begun to disciuse in Gaaggress their natural 
disitike for the man who has defeated 
them. Saturdays debate in the House, while 
the Pust-Office Appropriation bil was 
under * discussion, brought some of the 
well-known attorneys for the piunderers to 
their feet, and all had a eneer for er*Postmas- 
ter-Geoerail James. Representative Atkins, of 
Tennessee, who nas ever been a most reckless 
and zeaious advocate of the star-route gang, 
asserted, among other things, that Mr. James, 
while Postmaster-General, bad paid $70,000 to 
the New York Centrai Raijroad for the mere 
changing of the mail-car from one train to an- 
other. and that th s was done for the purpose of 
securing tne Presidency of the Lincoln Bank, in 
which Mr. Vanderbi't is interested. 

THE EDITORIAL WRITER UNFORTUNATELY 
WAS MISINFORMED. 

He could not have picked ogt in the House 
three men who have o more sturdy op- 

sition to the extravaga! and corruption 
in the star-route service under Gen. Brady's 
management than have Messrs. Atkins, Neal, 
and Gen. Singleton. It is true that, in his 
speech the other day, Mr. Atkins did, by 
innuendo, accuse | ex-Postmaster-Genefal 
James of having been improperly influenced 
to increase the compensation for the New 
York Central Railroad Company; but instead 
of an increase of $70,000, as Mr. Atkins made 
it, the action of the ex-Postmaster-ieneral 
resulted lu giving the New York Central 
Railroad only $10,000 a year more than it had 
been receiving. In his*®xplanation today, 

MR. ATKINS 
declared that the statement in the Times, so 
far as it referred to his conduct 
in regard to the star-route appropria- 
tions, was infamously untrue, and he ap- 
pealed to the official rerord of Congress to 
show that it was untrue, The record cer- 
tainly will bear Mr. Atkins out in his state- 
ment that he has always opposed extrava- 
gance, not only in the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, but In every other department of the 
Government. He isa man whose personal 
integrity is wholly above suspicion. The 
same may be said for Congressman Neal, 
of Ohio. He is an implacable foe 
of all and jobs of all 
sorts. As for Gen. Singleton, of Quincy, the 
official record also shows that in all the dis- 
eussions of the extravagant administration 
by Gen. Brady of the star-route service he 
steadily acted and voted with those members 
of the House who opposed the irregularities 
and frauds which are alleged to have charac- 
terized the Brady administration. 
MR. BLAND 

undertook to give a political turn to his ex- 
planation, and to hold the Republican party 
responsible for the frauds which are alleged 
to have been perpetrated while Brady 
was Second Assistant Postmaster-General. 
Hiseock eloquently defeaded ex-Postmaster- 
General James, and conclusively showed 
that while the star-ronte frauds had existed 
under a Republican Administration, they 
had been in a measure condoned by the ac- 
tion of a Democratic Congress, and that the 
ulcer had only been removed when a brave 
and honest Republican Postmaster-General 
had exposed it and applied the knife to it.

Certain Demo- 
cratic members of the committee, and 
others in the House who are not 
of the committee, have been for some time 
holding frequent consultations and collecting 
material of various Kinds with a view to 
bringing la a general tariff bill. It is quite 
probable that they will attempt to offer such 
a bill as a substitute for the Tariff Commis- 
sion bill when the latter shall come before 
the House, and that, failing in that, they will 
move to recommit that measure with 
instructions to report a bill for a 
revision of the tariff. Whether either 
of these proposiiens will be ac- 
cepted by a majoity of the House 
may be regarded as @xeeedingly doubtful. 
The fact that Judge Kelley is Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Oummittee, and that 
two other members ef ‘that committee are 
Pennsylvania protectionists, inclines many 
members of the Liouse o believe that it will 
be impracticable for the Ways and Means 
Committee to formu a general tariff bill 
which will meet the approval of either the 
House or the country.

* FORMATION OF A TARIFF ASSOCIATION.

New York, Feb. 28.—The efforts to organ- 
ize a tariff association for the metropolitan 
district seemed today more likely to prove 
successful than atany time since the moye- 
ment in that direction commenced among 
the local fire underwriters. At,1l o’clock a 
large number of company managers and ac- 


eredited agents interested in the scheme met 


in the rooms of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers, in the Bareel Building, and adopted 
a plan proposed by a special committee, and 
which was discussed at previous meetings. 
THE PLAN ADOPTED 
provides, first, that 10 per cent commission 
may be vaid to brokers for business, but 
there shall be no abatement on risks ra by 
the association. Second, the dry-¢ dis- 
trict is extended from Chambers street to 
Fourteenth street. Third, the rates to be as 
follows: Merchandise in general storage- 
stores, as recorded in the New York Board 
tariff-book, 40 cents; cotton (except at Staten 
Island), 60 cents: fibre (including hemp, sizal, 
grass, and flax), 60 cepts; merchandise in 
stores containing cotton and fibre, 60 cents; 
grain in stores occupied for grain storage 
exclusively (graded grain in system of 
stores excepted), 30 cents; grain in store with 
Glevators attached, 50 cents; graded grain in 
system of stores, 75 cents (these rates arenot 
intended to apply to what are known as 
GRAIN ELEVATORS) ; 

cotton in Staten Island stores, 100 cents: 
merchandise in Hudson Rivef Railroad 


stores, St. John’s Park, 75 cents; merchan- 


dise on piers, 100 cents; merchandise under 
floating policies, as per Form No. 1, 100 cents; 
and merchandise under floating policies, No. 
2, 80 cents. It requires four-fifths of all the

Destruction of Edward Malley’s 
Store at New Haven,

His Loss Will Reach the Heayy 


Other Losses by the Same Blaze Will 
Amount te Several Thousand 
Dollars. 


Several Quite Extensive Fires in Differ- 
ent Places The Record of 
the Day. 


A Loss of Several Hundred Thousand 

lars at New Haven, Conn.

New York, Feb. 28.—A special to the Times 
from New Havea, Conn., says: The store of 
Edward Maliey, one of the largest in New En- 
gland, wus destroyed by fire this morning. The 
establishment consisted of two buildimgs in 
Chapel. Temple, and Centre streets. Littie is left 
of the building, and the stock of dry goods isa 
total loss. On the stock ‘alone Mr. Mailey esti- 
mates his loss at 8175.0. On the property were 
insurances amounting to $142,000. Mr. Maliey is 
taxed on an estimated valuanaon of 
$100,000, and at certain seasons the 
stock amounts in value to full 
that sum, and probably more. Large shipments 
of gouds have been received by the concern 
within a few days, the intention bemg to em- 
bargin a larger business than ever. Nothing 
bas yet been determined as to the cause of the 
fire. The night watchman says be bad walked 
to the front end of the building, and on dete, 

was startied to discover fire in the rear— 

carpet department. tHe called help, and & 


most immediately the flames had reached 


the centre of the store. it Was about 
4 o'clock wen the ‘alarm was sounded. 
Inclosed by the buildings destroyed was a 
four-story building belonging to a daugbter of 
tee late Sherman Smith. It was saved by its 
sixteen-inca wails, and was only scorched at one 
eud. A store at one side of it, which was oc- 
cupied by Mr. Malley, and was undergoiug reno- 
va uon preparatory to being filled with goods, 
was destroyed, as was the store of Fullerton, 
Bradbury & Co., proprietors of the Boston 
Grocery Store. This firm lose about $7,000 on 
stock alone, and are insured for $4,900, The 
front of the main building was destroyed, and 
the land on which it stood belongs to an 
elderly gentieman named Leffingwell, who has & 
life-estate interest. Mr. Malley had at one time. 
and probably bow bolds, a poiicy of insurance 
on this gentieman’s life. The re rof the 
buildings belonged to Mr. Mali The whole 
were slightly constructed of b Mr. Malley 
was burned out seven years ago, but not to such 
an extent as this time. A fireman named Ralph 
Catlic was injured, not fatally, by a falling wall. 
Within a few days M~. Malley boughs $10,000 or 
$15,000 worth of furniture, dry goods, and carpets, 
which bad been taken to the store only a 
day or two ago. An interesting feature of the 
fire is the effect it may have on the cases of the 
Malley boys—Walter and James—now in the 
county jail awaiting trial for the murder of 
Jennie Cramer. Edward Malley, the father of 
Walter, is known to bave paid out large sums 
already to aid the boys in their defense. The 
trial before the Superior Court will doubtless 


cost him a large sum in addition. He spent

Among 
those whose opinions are given it is conceded 
that there is not a ghost ot a constitutional 
objection to such an appropriation. One 
member, whose sense of propriety is extreme- 
ly delicate and tender, said that in the future, 
the bill might be referred to some commit 
tee of which he isa member, and therefore it 
would be improper for him to express an 
opinion on the bill. Of course he could not say 
anything as to whether one-haif the whisky 
tax should be remitted to the distillers and 
and dealers or n to the support of 
schools. 

The other Atte en who made objections 
to the bill argued substantially that to dis- 
tribute $50,000,009 annually among the States 
for educational purposes would be a great 
detriment to education instead of a benelit“; 
that it would “induce the States to abandon 
all efforts on their part to provide schools 
for the people; and that instead of “ apply- 
ing local taxation they would fall back on the 
National appropriation,” and that would be 
the end of it. 

Another gentleman objected that the 
States were doing all in their power at this 
time: that local school systems were a mat- 
ter of purely State regulation and control; 
and that for the Government to give aid 
would be to take the matter outof their 
hands, which would be an unwarrantable lu- 
terference that would injure the school Sys- 
tem. 

These objections are made in ignorance of 
the provisions of the bill. It is nota National 
interference With the school system of any 
State. On the contrary. the bill appropriates 
the money, say $50,000,000 a year, to be di- 
vided among the States, to be by them used. 
under the laws of tha States and by State 
officers, for school purposes. The revenue 
derived by the State of Hlinois annually: 
from State, county, city, and town taxation 
for school purposes will average $7,000,000, 
and the school system Is still very incomplete. 
There are hundreds of districts where the 
schools are nut open more than three or four 
months a year. ‘The same deficit exists in 
nearly all the States. In some the revenue 
collected is so small that the schoo! provision 
is nominal. This is true all over the. South. 
No tax is more acceptable than a tax for free 
schools. Nevertheless the demand for schools 
in all the South and some of the North far 
exceeds the revenue for that purpose. 

lilinois raises one million of dollars annu- 
ally by State tax, and this is distributed 
among the counties. No one ever heard or 
dreamed that this general tax by the State 
was an interference with the distiicts or 
prevented the levy of school tax by the peo- 
ple of the cities and towns, On the con- 
trary, that generai tax, being the beginning 
of the system, has led to the local taxation 
and the building upof the present system, 
on which $7,000,000 is spent annually. 

When a fund is assigned to a county or 
town, and a school-house built and a school 
established, it is rapidly discovered that one 
school in that city or county is insufficient, 
and a local tax for another school, and in 
time for other schools needed to meet the 
wants of the community, will follow asa 
matter of course. 

In several of the States there is no State 
fund with which to begin asystem of schools. 
This bill of Gen. Logan meets that deficiency. 
In the late slavehoiding States there is an 
illiteracy not equaled among the same num- 
ber of people in any civilized nation in the 
world, unless it be Russia, and there a school 
system has been established which will in a 
few years remove the reproach. 

There are twenty millions of people in the 
Southern States who are almost without free 
schools, and the illiteracy is increasing with 
the increase of population. Under this bill 
of Gen. Logan there wiil in one year be $20,- 
000,000 placed in the State Treasuries of 
these sixteen Uliterate Southern States for 
free-school purposes; this will serve for a 
very good and effective beginning. The 
Southern States will apportion this money to 
the local authorities to employ teachers. A 
school-house once erected becomes an indis- 
pensable necessity in the neighborhood. 
Erected in one county the demand for them 
in other counties will become imperative. 
School-houses will multiply, and with them 
schoolmarms. Instead of arresting public 
schools, the formation of the State fund by 
National aid will lead instantly to local 
funds, and schools will multiply rapidly 
throughout the South, dut never in numbers 
to equal the necessity and the demand. 

There is now asurplus revenue from taxa- 
tion. There is a demand by the liquor-deal- 
ers and high-tarifiites that the tax on whis- 
ky shall be reduced nearly one-half this 
year and abolished next, and the sixty or sey- 
enty millions ef revenue shall be voted as a 
donation to the distillers and sellers of 
whisky. 

The friends of the cheap whisky interest 
are supported in their efforts to have this tax 
thus disposed of by the friends of the 
ultra-protection system, under which the 
people of this country are taxed from 
4 w 80 per cent on the necessities 
and comforts of life. Between these two 
selfish and greedy interests the country is 
threatened with an annual bounty of the reve- 
nue to the whisky manufacturers and dealers 
ot sixty to seventy millions of dollars. Both 
these injurious interests oppose Gen. Logan’s 
bill to vote this money to educate the chil- 
dren of the poor and to enable the several 
States to establish free-sehool systems where 

| there are none and to enlarge and perfect 
those which are in existence. 

A third class of persons whg oppose the 
school bill is composed of mer. who are seek- 
ing subsidies for steamships, for interoceanic 
canals and railways, and for local buildings 
ee improvements. They want an 

annual expenditure of fifty to one Lundred 
| millions of dollars to appease the hungry 
hordes of lobbyists and coatractors whe are

* LAPHAM’S VALENTINE-SCRIF BILL. 

Mr. Senator Lapham, of New York, has 
proposed a bill in the Senate of the United 
States, aud a Mr. John Paul, of Virginia, has 
introduced a bill in the House of Representa- 
tives, both bills being exactly alike, and in 
their titles state their object to be to in- 
vest the Court of Claims with jurisdiction to 
hear ail titles and claims of bills in the un- 
patented land in the southwest fractional 
quarter of See. 10, Township 39, N. R. 14 
east of third principal meridian, in the City 
of Chicago, County of Cook, and State of 
Illinois, and to invest the proper claimant or 
claimants of said land with the legal title 
thereof by decree of said court.” 

This bill (it is the same in both Houses) 
‘recites ina long list of whereases that the 
children and heirs-at-law and widow of Jean 
Baptiste Beaubien claim to have an equitable 
interest in this land; that the City of Chieago 
*“olahus to have an equitable interest in the 
land; that varions locators (unnamed) of the 
“Valentine scrip” claim to be equitable 
owners ; that these claimants all concede that 
they have only equitable titles, which they 
are seeking to have confirmed by Congress 
or the Land Department; that, should Con- 
gress or the Land Department convey the 
legal title, still it would have to be confirmed 
by the courts; that in addition there are 
float and other claims“ to this land; that the 
Commissioner of the Genera! Land-Othee has 
recently decided that ap to the filing of the 
Valentine scrip in 1875 the Uulted States was 
and is now the absolute owner of said land; 
and, therefore, that all these claims should 
be concluded forever and the title quieted 
with as little circuity as possible.“ With 
this “‘stump-speech injected into the belly 
of the bill” the bill gives the Court of 
Claims authority and jurisdiction to hear and 
determine the whole case and make a final 
decree, 

The source and parentage of this bill ts 
easily understood, but why Senator Lapham, 
of New York, and Mr. Paui, of Virginia, 
should be selected as the Congressional or- 
gans and patrons of a dishonest, disreputa- 
ble, blackmailing ‘attempt at extortion and 

bery is not so easily understood. This 
Valentine-scrip business has become so no- 
torlousty dishonést that, though it is sup- 
posed there are a number of speculators in- 
terested in it, thefe has never yet been aman 
in Chicago with effrontery enough to avow 
himself as an interested promoter of the at- 
tempted theft. We cannot compare this Val- 
entine-serip grab, thus officially represented 
by Lapham and Paul, to any state of circum- 
stances other than where the holder of a 
furged will offers it for probate, and where, 
with a full knowledge of its forgery and that 
itis designed for the purpose of robbing an 
estate, certain persons secret; subscyibe 
money w promote the fraud and forgery, ex- 
pecting to share in the proceeds if it be suc- 
cessful, 

W nat interest has the representative from 
Rockingham, Va., in a blackmailing, forged, 
and fraudulent land speculanon in che City 
of Chicago? What interest can a Senator 
from New York have in a dishonest schema 
to rob the people of Chicago of land given 
them by the Government, and of which they 
have had possession for more than half a 
century? Was there no Senator or R pre- 
sentative from the State of Illinois to father 
or represent this notorious fraud? And 
why? If rejected and repudiated as dis- 
graceful by all the Lilinoisans, what possibly 
commended it to the favor of the Senator 
from New York and the Representative from 
Virginia? 

The bill itself is a legal monstrosity. 
Why should the Court of Ciaims be invested 
with jurisdiction over a question by law com- 
mitted to the Department of the Interior, 
and by that department deeided over and 
over again against the fraudulent grabbers ? 
Why the Court of Claims and not the Su- 
preme Court? Why not the ordinary courts 
of the United States? Way, in fact, was any 
bill proposed by anybody to promote the 
scandalous and notorious fraud?

Tue lecture recently delivered by George 
Keuvan upon Siberia before the Geograph- 
ical Society of New York, allusion to which 
has been made in our special dispatches, 
contained a mass of interesting information 
relative to a country of which we kuow little 
more than that it is the exile colony of Rus- 
sia, and even in this respect he shows that 
what little we know is erroneous, Speaking 
of its extent, Mr. Kennan said: If we were 
making a hand atlas of the world, and used 
for Siveria the scale adopted by Colton in 
his atlas of the United States for New Jer- 
sey, we should have to increase the width 
of our page to fifty-six. feet, or, in 
other worde, to have a book which 
when spread out open would cover 
pearly a quarter of an acre,”’ The lecturer 
roughly divided Siberia into three parts: the 
northern a treeless, barren successidn of 
steppes, the central portion an unbroken 
forest, and the southern part fertile and mild 


in England and winters about as severe as 
those in Minnesota; and it is to this part of 
Siberia that Russia sends her exiles. At the 
present time Siberia has a population of 
more than 5,000,000, representing thirty dit- 
ferent nationalities, the Russians and Cos- 
sacks living in the southern part, the remain- 
der being inhabited by fishermen, herdsmen, 
and nomads who roam all over the northern 
part, A very interesting part of Mr. Ken- 
nan's lecture was devoted to the Russian 
exile system. The stories which have been 
printed of the sufferings of prisuners in the 
quicksilver mines te exploded by showing 
that there are no such mines in all 
Sideria, and that instead of "being ban- 
ished to a region where the winter lasts 
eight months they are confined in a 
part of Siberia which raises every 
summer 250,000 pounds of tobacco. Out of 
160,000 exiles sent there during the last 
| twenty years, only 443 were exiled for vo- 
litical offenses. Nearly 12,000 persons are 

iléd annually, 99 per cent of whom are 
common felons, Only 8 per cent are con- 
demnea to hard labor, the rest being simply 
banished as free colonists, The two largest 
exile settlements are in the Province of the 
‘Trans-Baikal, which has a population of 
240,000, 667 towns, aud 854 churches. The 
people own 180,000 horses, 240,000 cattle, 450, 
000 sheep, and 3,500 camels, and in one year 
there were grown 300,000 bushels of grain, 
and 7,000 pounds of tobacco. “As for me,

Gen, Garfield haa left in his writings and 
speeches abundant evidenee of his convie- 
tions on the subject of eivil-service reform. 
In an article he wrote for the Atlantic 
Monthly in ler, he spoke of the present 
system as invading the independence of the 
Exeeutive, impairing the efficiency of the 
legislator, degrading the civil service, repel- 
ling frum it the best material, and debauch- 
ing the public mind by holding up public 
office as the reward of mere party zeal.” In 
an address before Williams College he dwelt 
upon the exorbitant demand made upon the 
time of Congressmen to act as office-brokers 
and dispensers of favors. In a speech in the 
House of Kepresentatives in 1872 he said 
that tor many years the Presidents of the 
United States have been erying out to be re- 
lieved of this unconstitutional, crusbing, irre- 
sistible pressure for office,” characterized 
the present custom as an apostasy from 
the original policy of the Government,“ de- 
nouneed the practice. of making assessments 
upon officeholders for political purposes, and 
urged reform as absolutely necessary for the 
efficiency of the service. When Gen. Gar- 
field entered upon the office of President it 
was his purpose to use his experience and 
the influence of his position to introduce ele- 
ments of reform, and in his inaugural mes- 
sage he pointed out one of the must practical 
steps which could be taken to that end. He 
recommended, and promised to submit to the 
next Congress, a law fixing a tenure of office 
for the subordinate employés ot the Govern- 
ment, which of itself would go far towards 
removing the clamor and intrigue for place 
whick occupies so large a space in the career 
of Congressmen, and constitutes tha, most 
conspicueus feature in life at the National 
Capital. 

‘That Garfield’s well-known sentiments 
and influence had already produced valua- 
ble results appears from the improvement 
which is reported in the large force (1,213 
men) employed in the New York Custom- 
House, where competitive examination has 
been followed strictly by Collector Robert- 
son as a basis for appointments and promo- 
tions. Speaking of this system, Naval-Officer 
Burt says “it has’ worked wonders,” al- 
though it is by no means perfect as yet, Col- 
leetor Robertson reports that he has made 
only four removals, which were on account 
of intoxication during business hours, and 
testifiés that appointment by competitive ex- 
amination is the best method he knows of. 
There is no doubt that conditions were fa- 
vorable to President Garfield's ambition to 
promote ciyil-service reform and ‘give ita 
practical direction, and had he tived it 
might reasonably have been expected that 
his Administration would have made more 
progress in this respect than all 
ing Administratons since the polit 
which declared that “the spoils 
the victors.”” But his death was not merely 
the hardest blow which the cause of civil- 
service reform has. ever received in this 
country; it was also the direct outgrowth of 
the vicious spoils system, and ought to have 
led to a revolution in the practices of the 
office-brokers. That such has not been the re- 
sult, and that civil-service reform is likely to 
be buried in meaningless generalities during 
the next three years, is the fault of Pres- 
dent Garfjeld’s successor.

A Civit-Seevice bili has been introduced 
in the Canadian Parliament at Ottawa by the

quilly in his own apartment, and défied the 
prosecution to produce a witness who could 
affirm the coutrary. In reply to this the 
President quoted the deciarations of Kura- 
towsk#and Ryssakoffl. Let the men be pro- 
duced,” said Emelianoff. “They cannot be 
produced; they have been hanged,” replied 
the President. To this rejoined the accused: 

The 
landiady of the house where the prisoner 
lodged was now introduced. She could not 
positively affirm whether on the lst (13th) of 
March Emelianoff had left the house before 
or after the attempt. 
CONFUSING A WITNESS. 

Examinea by M. Alexandroff, the advocate 
of Emelianoff, she was confused and lost her 
head, contradicting herself several times. 
Procureur Mouravieff came to her assist- 
ance, and endeavored to refstablish in her 
mind the order of the facts. M. Alexandroff 
again interfered, and a warm altercation 
took place between the accusation and the 
defense. To those who watched the pro- 
ceedings, it was evident that Emelianoff had 
received his lesson from M. Alexandroff. 
The Presiaent cut short the discus 
sion by asking Emelianoff his motives 
for incriminating himself up to that 
time. I was forced to die and to accuse 
myself,” replied Emellauofl. By whom?“ 
rejowied the President. The accused could 
find nothing to reply to this, and he fixed his 
eyes on his advocate as if appealing for his 
aid. ‘The President insisted, and the adyo- 
cate, like the accused, bad not a word to say.

The reading was con- 
tinually interrupted by the laughter and talk 
of the three accused women, who joked 
loudly all the time.

FOR THE PROSECHTION. 

On its reassembling M. uravieff began 
his requisitory. Having recalled the assas- 
ination of the late Emperor, he went on to 
show that the whole terrorist party was 
made up of a handful of desperate individ- 
uals, who by shrouding themselves in mys- 
tery had succeeded in persuading the people 
that they possessed wide —— whereas 
their power really began and Ended with the 
twenty prisoners on the benches before him. 
M. Mouravieff then gave a sketch of 
the character and career of each prisoner, 
producing a marked impression by his elo- 
queuce and the logic of his deductions. 


‘ Shortly before 11 he took a rest, being re 


placed by his assistant, M. Ostrowsky. At 
half-past 11 the court arose while the Pro- 
cureur’s subdstitate was speak ing.

Meanwhile the press is commenting 
on the apparently well-fuunded rumor that 
the Russtan tiontier has been advanced to 
sixteen versts from Barakhs, The unaniimoas

Sanitary Convention. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

ANN ARBOR, Micb., Feb. 28.—At the session of 
the Stute Sanitary Convention beld in this city 
this evening, Prof. O. W. Wright, M. D., of the 
Detroit Board of Health, read a long and very 
interesting paper on ‘Lhe Preveation of Small- 
Pox.” 

The earliest measure for combating the small- 
pox, said tne Doctor, was Inoculudon, which 
Originated in China and India, and found its way 
to Constantinopie, There it attracted the at- 
tention of Lady Mary Wortley Montague, who, 
un ber return to England, had her daughter in- 
oculated--the first person so treated in Great 
Britain. This was in 1721, and its success, says 
Dr. Gregory, was complete. In the same year 
the practice was introduced into New England 
by Dr. Boyiston, Statiscics carefully gathered 
by Dr. Gregory show that smali-pox from inoc- 
ulation is mild, and that the mortality trum it is 
only three in the thousand. Lovculation is uo 
probibited by law in most civilized countries. 

Diseases which may be coaveyed to man from 
the lower animals are communicated only by 
inoculation, not by inte uon, and cannot de con- 
veyed from man to men dy infecdon. The 
disease, however, does not lose its identity. Its 
intensity Varies, but nut ite essential nature. A 
disease conveyed by man to an inferwr animal 
can ve recouveyed to maa only by inocula uon. 
and afterwards be conveyed from man to man 
only by the same process, aithuugh previous to 
its transm@ussion througo the animal it was in- 
fevtious. Another feature of the disease, bow- 
ever, is not changed: if man can have it but 
once by imfecuen, be can have it but once by 
22— after its journey through the lower 
animal. 

Small- box follows exactly this law. It can be 
conveyed by man to the bovine species, but it 
cun be reconveyed to man ouly by inocUlation 
and ouly by inuculadon can it then be conveyed 
from mau to man. 

VACCINIA IS NOT CATCHING. 

The disease is essentially smali-pox in the cow, 
essentially small- pot iu man whea reconveyed 
by maoculauon, essevtially smali-pox wheu ex- 
tended by moculadon from man tu man. Small- 
pox wheo inoculated from person to person 
after the Oriental fushion, is very much miider, 
very much less dangerous, but s*lil infectious, 
and wien it is taken from an inoculated case by 
infection, it resumes its original severity and 
danger. d.sease, when couveyed by iavucu- 
lation from the cow, is siill less severe and less 
dangerous, and being incommunicable by in- 
fecuon cannot resume ite original severe and 
dangerous type. Yet when conveyed from the 
cuw. wit not fault ia the provess, without inter- 
mediate degenerudon of the matter, it protects 
just as weil as natural smali-pux. The imper- 
fect protection, lamentably sevu on every hand. 
is enuireiy Owing to faulty methods of vaccipa- 
uop and to imperfect virus. A small percentage 
of persons will nave natural smail-pox after 
vacelbauun. Partial vaccinauon, bowever, Wan 
partially protect, leaving the person still sus- 
ceptitie to a more or less severe attack of vario- 
lo.d small-pox.

Lhe speaker bad 
no doubt wat the present epidemic of small 

x in the United States would be quite as ca- 
umitous us the great War ot the Rebellion 
wi. hout the protection afforded by vaccinution. 
Were the protection as perfect as it migat buve 
been, we should scarcely know of the existence 
of simall-pox. 

Vaccination witb pure virus and properly per- 
formed is just as complete prutecdion ayuinst 
sin li-pox as an attack of the diseasein its 
natural form. Failure of vaccioation may in- 
volve consequences more dangeruus to the indi- 
viluui thun the amputation of an arm. Yet we 
seek a curefuland skilled surgeon to perform 
the latter-operacion, waive any blunderhead 18 
supposed tv be capable of performimg the 
former. The surgeon is contented with only the 
best instrumeuts and dressings when be under- 
takes a cupital awputadon. Yet, when he un- 
deriakes to protect a felluw-be aguinst a dis- 
euse, which, taken iu its natural form, kills fuur 
out of ten of ali who have it, be sometimes uses 
any kind of a knife, aud exercises less cure in 
the selection of virus than he would in the 
cnvoice of a sleeve-button. 

SUPPLIES OF VACCINE . 
virus are now obtained from caives or beifers 
used for the perpetuation of tne iymph. The 
animals are not now inoculated with small- pox. 
They are simply vaccinated. The difference be- 
tween bovine virus and bumanized virus is that 
the former is perpetuated from calf to calf and 
the latter from man to mau. Both are good. 
The bovine matter is preterred, tur the simple 
reuson that with buwanmzed matter certain 
dreaded a.seases may be inoculated wit vacci- 
Hation. Besides, the production of bovine virus 
can be carried vn ina much more rerular way, 
affording a constant, uniimited supply, as 
needed. The danger Of woculating diseases 
with humanized lymoh is greatly exaggerated, 
but the public is eutitied to the bevetitof a 
doubt in favor of the bovine. A much greater 
source of dupger is iu vucciuating with unciean 
kutves. The blood of a syphilitic person may be 
left on the poiut of a lancet and pricked into the 
arin of an innocent person. The blade used by 
the operator should beheld in flame after each 
vaccinpa tion. 


THE ONLY EFFECTIVE METHOD 

of protecting we public against outbreaks of 
the disease 5 to Make vaccination compulsory 
in u systematic way. Organic society, Cuiled the 
State, bas the rigut to protect itself. The prin- 
ciple ot publ. e self-protection lies at the tounda- 
tion of crimius! law. of geueral free education, 
ot many meacures for the common guod. Sucie- 
ty bas a rigbt to protect itself aguinst epidemics 
of a luathsume disease by enfurcing the gen- 
eral application of meaus approved by the ex- 
perience and best judgment of the civilized 
world. Buropean Guoveruwents are acopting 
such a method with excellent results. althougu 
the administrative methods are still very de- 
fective. 

A mandatory law is not alone sufficient. The 
State is bound todo the work gratuitously, 
safviy, and well. Public vaccinators sbould 
visit every household and public institution 
once a yeur for the purpose of vaccination and 
revaccivation. Every cnild in the State should 
be vaceinated dur the first year of iis life, 
and be revacciuat at puberty. The public 
vaccinators would bave much to do the Jirst 
time they went over their districts. After that 
their work would be lighter, and to it could be 
added the duty of local sanitary inspection, 
whereby a vast amount of vitaliy useful infor- 
mation could be gathered for tne State Board of 
Health. The puvlc vaccinators shuuld not be 
allowed to unite any private business with their 
work fur the State.

A Delegation of Pueb o Indians on the 
Way to the Ocean to Perform a Mysteri- 


ots Rite. — 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. B. —F. M. Cushing, of 
the Ethnvlogica! Bureau of the Smithsonian In- 
stitute at Washington, was in the city yester- 
day, accompanied by six chiefs of the™agricuit- 
ural and pastoral tribe of Puebio Indians, lo- 
cated in Western New Mexico, about thirty-five 
miles south of the line of the Atiantic & Puci- 
tic Raliroad, and known as the Zunis. He is en 
route to Washington and Boston, by way ot Chi- 
cago, the object of the trip being to enable the 
Zunis, who have a civilization similar to that of 
tne ancient Tolties and Aziecs to perform a re- 
ligious ceremony which cao oaly be performed 
ut the ocean. The ceremuny, in its minutest 
detail, bas been banded duwn from the past by 
tradition, but so old is it that not even their tra- 
divons say when it wus last pertormed. An in- 
teresting scientific problem is, Woen were these 

pie on the shore of the ocean, and where? 
The ceremony will probably be performed at 
Plymouth Rock. 

Mr. Cushing bus been adopted into the tribe 
and into the highest religious order, and will 
tuke part in this ceremony. The Zunis are an 
agricultural peuple, and have reuched the niga- 
ent success in that industry ss well as in borti- 
culture, and have large herds and tlecks. One 
of the objects of this trip is to secure an en- 
largement ot their wrazing ranges. Mr. Cushing 
hus di covered a rica and fruitful fieid for eth- 
nologists, and scientists iu the East are awaiting 
the result of his trip with great ioterest.

Yesterday ended the first quarter of the coun- 
ty year, and, roughly casting up accounts, it was 
fuund that the County Board nad expended 
about $200,000, which is a decrease of about 
$5,000 as compared with the correspooding 
period of last year. in the ems of expense it 
appeurs that the Hospital Committee hus spent 
$26,000; the Comuittee on Pubiie Cnarities, $82, - 
Go; the Committee on Jail and Jall Accounts, 
$45,000; the Committee ou Public Service, $20,000; 
the Committee oa Roads and Bridges. $8,700; 
and the Committee on Towa and Town Ac- 
counts, $7,080. These figures are not accurate, 
but approximate; but if the estimate made holds 
good until the end of the year the prvuepectis 
that the county's expenses will be about $20,000 
less than they were for 1881. 

THE COMMISSIONER CONTEST.

EGG EDUCATION. 
HOW TO COOK THE USEFUL FRUIT. 

Lecturing on “ Eggs and How to Cook Them” 
befure the young ladies of Dearborn Seminary 
yesterday afternoon, Mrs. E. P. Ewing opened 
with Ge statement that the National loss from 
improperly cooked eggs amounted to $50,000 
dalig. Modern cook-Oouks didered as to the 
lengtu of time required to boil an egg. Some 
advised two und two and a half minutes, others 
two and three-quarters, and others three. As 
the (tRickness of the shell, the quantity 
of water in the vessel, and the num- 
ber of eggs put into it, all had to 
be taken into gecuunt in such a close cuicula- 

there must necessarily be a siight variance 
the time given by the different authorities, 
but not enuugh to materially affect the result 
when due consideration was bestowed upon the 
subject. The average ook, however, paid little 
attention to either time or conditions, but tum- 
bied the eggs to be builed, whether few or nu- 
merous, to @ quantety of hot or boiling water 
and let til! they were cons dered sum 
ciently Ok ed. a consequence they were 
too much or mot enough, and in either 
case the result was (the same—the egus were 
ruioed in covuking. 

“The proper or improper boiling of an egg,” 
said Mrs. umg. may to Many seem a matter 
of very small consequence. But when we re- 
flect that at least 

30,000, 000 oF EGGS 

are consumed in the United States every day. 
and that as many as 5.000, % of them, ag- 
gregdting a value of 850, 000. are utterly spoiled 
in cooking, the correct method of builing an egg 
becomes u matter of uo insignificant impor- 
tance, The methods of cooking an egg are as 
various as the ways of Cooking potatoes, and its 
possibilities so lim.tiess that with alittie thought 
and attention a dish can be prepared 
from egses in a few.minutes that can be 
made to do almost any ocvasion. Presuming 
that every one is intimate witn the traditional! 
formula for boiling and frying eggs, bere is an 
excellent recipe for poached or dropped eggs: 
Have enough water ia the pan ur keitle to more 
than cover the eggs. To each quart of water 
add a gillof vinegur and hafua teaspoonful of 
alt. When it boils, set where it will only 
simmer. Break the egg?@Singly in u saucer, and 
lip them into the water. As soon as they 
whiten over the top, take them out with a per- 
forated iadie, piace each egg On a 
separate piece. of hot buttered toast, 
and sprinugsie Ru a little salt 
and pepper. A fiice way to scrambie eggs is to 
put inw a skillet or spider a tablespounful of 
milk and hulf atablespoontul of butter, and 
salt to taste. When it buils pour in the eggs to 
be scrambied and etir rapidiy until the mixture 
thickens and is suiticiently couked. Serve on 
hot duttered- toast. Most people relish boiled 
ham minced fine; heated, and sprinkied over 
poached and scrambied eggs.”’

Carcaoo, Feb. .- The subject of rapid 
transit is just pow engrossing the k&ttention of 
the peopie of Chicago, and many different pians 
have been suggested by individuals and corpo- 
rations.

It is plain to be seen that id 
transit on our crowded thoroughfares is au im- 
possibility; the cars must be run above or be- 
low the streets to avoid the many obstructions 
which are coutinually interfering with the 
street-cars, such as the slow-moving and heavily- 
laden trucks which follow the tracks in aii 
parts of the route, staying on them as long as 
they possibly can, to the great inconvenience of 
street-car passengers. The elevated railway

The Adalteration of Honey. 
To the Editer of The Chicago Tribune, 

Boscose., Wis., Feb. 27.—I have been a con- 
stant reader of THe TRiBUNE for the last tour 
or five years, and believing you will deal out 
justice wherever due, and being a practical 
beekeeper of several years’ experience, I beg 
leave to call attention to au articiein last Sat- 
urday’s issue on Glucose: Its Uses, eto., by Mr. 
Henry C. Becker. To use bis. own words, he 
emphatically denies that glucose is an adultera- 
tion. In evidence he quotes it in commercial 
transactions, price lists, etc., asanarticie stand- 
ing On ite own merits, but fails to say what its 
merits are, except as an aduiterant of other 
sweets. Does this look as though glucose had 
any merit? If it is an article that will independ- 
entiy compete with other sweets, then why is it 
never found with the retailer’s stock of sirups, 
except when these are adulteraied? I think the 
principal reason is that its iow sweetening qual- 
ities won't admit of a competidon. As l under- 
stand it, brewers and distiliers may find glucose 
a cheap substitute for articles used in their 
business, and in this respect let it bave all the 
credit it is entitled to. Justice tends against de- 
cepuon, and should un etfurt be made to injure 
the trade iu giucose by mixing au inferior arti- 
cle wita it fur the sale of some other cheaper 

roduct, undoubtedly the cry of fruud would 

raised at once. 

Mr. Becker says that glucose is mixed with 
honey because it cOntaius the same coemical 
properties as honey, and has the advantage of 
insuring its durability. If the advocates of glu- 
cose have such a wouderful iaterest in che fut- 
ure welfare of honey, why don't they do this 
wiximg themseives aud reap the beneut thereof? 
The reason is that if the large dealers in all 
Kinds of sweets cunnot have the benefit of this 
adulteration they wou't buy the luce. It is u 
very péculiar business transacuon, aud most 
certainly questionable. I deny that glucose has 
the advantage of insuring the durability of 
honey. It isa fraud on the honest, hard-work- 
ing beekeeper. Suppose wnat glucose really was 
as rice and pure as honey. and that honey was a 
low grade of sweets, whether pure or not, and 
struggling to und an independent market with 
consumers, would the advocates of giucose ad- 
mit -the aduiteration of glucose with hooey? 
Not for a moment, and they know it well enougn. 
Mr. Becker's idea is to impress the public with 
the idea that granulated honey is ob- 
jevtionabile, but | assert that grained honey is 
not objectionable. Pure honey wiil grain 
at the approach of cold weather, and 
if property cared for and stored will keep any 
lengta of time. This grunulation is a good test 
of adulteration with giucose. To liquify it 
again is eusy enougo, and simple. A disn of 
grained honey is placed ina pan or kettle con- 
tuining sufficient water to keeep the honey from 
contact with the fire, care being taken that no 
wuter gets into the honey. The water should. be 
kept at nearly boiling point tor about ao Wur. 
when the honey becomes melted, and will stay 
so. The fla vor of the honey is not injured, and 
its perfection for table use is complete. Honey 
is not adulterated with giucose to better its con- 
dition, but for the purpose of dollars and cents, 
aud this aduiterauen is mostiy practiced by 
dealers. 

Beekeepers are situated like farmers; they 
have all they cun doin their productions, and 
depend on dealers to a cousiderable extent to 
place their products on the market, and no 
doubt in this respect are laburing under a dis- 
advantage. Rut beekeepmg will never be 
abandoned. The business will continue, and 
there is uo financial or sauitary reason why 
honey should be adulterated. EDWIN PIKE.

The Question then was whether pri- 
vate bankers were required to retura such 
mooeys for taxation. ‘che Judge held the in- 
tention of the luv was that the depositor should 
pay u tax on his deposits and not the banker, 
but where the banker converted the money into 
notes or bills then it wus tuxable. It then be- 
cume intaungibie property. The eutire system 
of taxation of personal property was vicious 
and resulted in the grussest inequality. Or 
tho Fee on deposit in Chicago 
banks, not over $50,000 of it was returned for 
taxation. The present case was an excellent 
Illustration of how a cert kind ot personal 
property escaped taxation, u sue an attempt 
on the part of a wealthy bank to evade payment 
for pulice protection, etc., could not commend 
itseif toacourt of equity. They had $120,151.48 
in tne hands of banks and bankers which it was 
their duty to return for taxauon. That money 
became in law the property of such other banks 
and Saukers, and could be seized fur tne latter's 
devts. It wus ubsurd to cull it the money of 

Preston, Kean & Co.'s creditors. It was not sub-

posits wito Preston, Kean & Co. The Supreme 

Court bad decided that the capital and surplus

investment was sulticient. 

There was another serious question as to the 
jurisdiction of a court of chunvery. Mere be- 
gutity of a tax furnished no ground tor equit- 
avie interterence. The act of the assessor was 
cvoscientious, and there would be no pretense 
of fraud. But aside from that, the complain-* 
ants bad failed to make u case entitling them to 
relief. The complaint was not une of over- 
vuluacdon, but that assessor inciuded in bis 
assessment property not liable to taxation. 
But if the agyurieved party sought relief from 
the Statutory crivudal, and did not obtain it, he 
could not obtain it subsequently in a court of 
equity. The assessmeut of taxes was a legis- 
ative act. It was for the Legislature to 
determine the necessity and muke the 
necessary rules for its assessment and collec- 
non. It had full power to say wuat officer or 
board should review the assessment, and it nad 
given that power to the County Board. if that 
body decided against a purty he could appeal to 
the State Auditor, whoin turn was bound to 
preseut the question to the Supreme Court. But 
in the present jastunce the cumplaimants, after 
the adverse decision of the County Board, in- 
stead of appealing to the State Auditor, aban- 
doned ine pursuit of their statutory remedy. 

Having abandoned the right to appeal to the 
State Auditor and thence to the Supreme Court, 
the decisions of the County Bourd, the statutory 
tribunal, became final and cunclusive. The 
quesvion became res adjudicata and beyond the 
power of acourt to review. The law did not 
give the County Board exclusive jurisdiction, 
but the complainants baving invoked its juris- 
dietion were bound by its decision, and could 
only bave it reviewed in the manner and by the 
officers or court named in the statute. For 
thuse reasons the injunction would be dissolved 
and the bill dismissed for want of equ.ty. 


Suit Against an Undertaker—A Sorrow- 
ing Mother Wants Sati-faction. 

A suit of a very novel character was begun 
yesterday in the Circuit Court by Ida R. 
Phillips against George A. Elton, the under- 
taker. The piaintif says that on the tn of 
December last, her 3-year-old boy died at the 
pest-uouse of smali-pox.
